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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

A camera control system for selecting one of a 
plurality of controllable cameras connected to a 
network, and for controlling video display, comprising 
camera^- status display means for real-time displaying 
statuses, of at least two of the cameras.

6. The camera control system According to claim 3, 
wherein if registration of a ryew camera is informed on 
the system, said symbol-disp/ay means displays a 
camera symbol of the new catmera on the layout, while 
if a camera is disconnected, said symbol -display means 
deletes the camera sym^2(ol of the camera on the layout . 

The camera control system according to claim 2, 
whei^in said symbol-display means displays a symbol of 
an unav!\ilable camera so as to indicate responseless 
status . 



8. The cameraNcontrol system according to claim 1, 
further comprising: 

camera control m^ns for controlling the 
cameras ; and 

management means for m^ii^aging the statuses of 
the cameras. 
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Vwherein said camera control means notifies said 
management means of the statuses of the cameras 

9, The ^s;amera control system according to claim 8, 
wherein saidXcamera control means notifies the 
statuses of tn^ cameras in accordance with instruction 
from said manag^ent means . 

10. The camera control system according to claim 9, 
10 wherein said camera -^tatus display means displays the 

statuses of the camer^ in accordance with information 
outputted by said management means . 
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11. A camera control system for selecting one of a 
plurality of controllable cameras connected to a 
network, and for controlling vsj-deo display and camera 
parameters , comprising : 

layout-display means; 

symbol -display means for displaying one or more 
camera symbols representing the cameVas, over a layout 
displayed on said layout-display means; and 

change means for interactively cnanging the 
camera symbol, in accordance with change\of initial 
setting of said system.

15. A camera control system for selecting one of a 
plurality of controllable cameras connected to a 
network, and for controlling vid^o display and the 
camera, comprising: 

layout-display means; 

symbol -display means for displaVing one or more 
camera symbols representing the cameras\ over a layout 
displayed on said layout-display means; aiid 

change-reflection means for on-line is^flecting 
change of initial setting of said system by G)ne of a 
plurality of users, on the layout and the camera 
symbol on a display screen of another user,
